This Evening’s Guest Artists: 


The University of Toronto 10 O’Clock Jazz Orchestra is one of two large 
jazz bands which are part of the curriculum of the jazz performance undergradu- 
ate degree program. Directed by Prof. Paul Read, Director of Jazz Studies at the 
University of Toronto, this ensemble performs on and off campus throughout the 
academic year. 


In 1993, the Avedis Zildjian Showcase brought legendry jazz musician Louie 
Bellson to the University of Toronto along with major recording artists Steve 
Houghton and Steve Smith. All three performed with the 10 O’Clock Jazz 
Orchestra to a sold out audience in the MacMillan Theatre. In 1995 the orchestra 
performed concerts with jazz legends Marvin Stamm and Kenny Wheeler, the 
first Smith Visitor in Jazz at the Faculty of Music. In 1996 the 10 O’Clock Jazz 
Orchestra and the Vocal Jazz Ensemble performed at the International 
Association of Jazz Educators Conference in Atlanta, and last May the group was 
named 1996 Post-Secondary School Ensemble of the Year in the annual Jazz 
Report Magazine Awards.
